Aspen EM Jody Fessler was on-site August 16", at the Atlantic—-Del Mar Project location to monitor con-
struction activities. The weather was clear and hot. The PG&E Environmental Inspector (EI) Kevin
Kilpatrick was on-site to ensure compliance with the adopted Final Mitigated Negative Declaration and
other permit requirements. The PG&E El also served as the project biologist conducting California tiger
salamander (CTS) aestivation surveys, ongoing bird surveys, as well as installation of resource flagging
and managing the installation and maintenance of sediment controls.

OVERHEAD:
Summary of Activity:

All overhead construction including pole, foundation, and line stringing work will be done by PG&E.
The PG&E crews work Mondays through Thursdays.

Crews used hydraulic equipment at previously installed pole sites to further pound the pole segments
together.

Previously, crews encountered very hard rock during auguring at Poles 1, 6 and 7 and were unable to drill
to depth. PG&E has re-engineered the pole work and alternative construction was implemented. During
the subject week, crews hand drilled and installed rock anchors within the existing holes which could not be
drilled to depth. Work at Pole 6 (see Figure 1) occurred adjacent to and within 25-ft the Union Pacific Rail-
road (UPRR). All work occurring along the UPRR right-of-way was coordinated with an on-site UPRR repre-
sentative for safety reasons. The Pole 6 site occurs next to a cultural resource site, YH-2. Previously,
after evaluation, Variance #4 was approved on July 7", which allows a 15-ft travel corridor across the site.
The PG&E EI conducted a tailboard with the crews to reiterate unanticipated cultural discoveries proce-
dures. The corridor area was roped off in the field, and only rubber-tired equipment was allowed to cross
the site, thus negligible ground disturbance occurred across the area. During the subject week crews poured
foundations at Pole 4 and 7 (see Figure 2). The concrete delivery truck washed out there buckets into the
excavated hole or bermed areas (under the oversight of the PG&E EI), which was removed after it set.
All soil and concrete debris was placed in soil bins stored at or near the pole sites. Groundwater was encoun-
tered during work at Pole 7. The groundwater was pumped overland away from any sensitive biological
or cultural sites. The water soaked into the ground. These actions were in compliance with dewatering
practices established after previous consultations with the Regional Water Quality Control Board.

Environmental Compliance Activities:

Previously, the PG&E El evaluated the construction areas at all project pole sites for potential burrows for
California tiger salamander in compliance with Mitigation Measure APM 7-11. No burrows were located
in the work areas except at the Pole 9 construction area (the transition tower located at Midas Road). Several
potential CTS burrows are observed underneath the canopy of some adjacent oak trees. An exclusion fence
has been established to protect both the potential burrows and the oak trees.
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The CPUC EM observed that the overhead construction activities were in compliance with mitigation mea-
sures adopted in the MND and other permit requirements. Erosion controls were in place around the con-
struction areas.

UNDERGROUND:

Summary of Activity:

The underground work including trenching and conduit installation has been contracted to Wilson Con-
struction. The horizontal bore work will be subcontracted. Underground construction is scheduled to start
early September. Crews plan to mobilize to the site September 6.

ENVIRONMENTAL COMPLIANCE SUMMARY

As presented in Table 1, one NCR has been issued for the project to date.
